Food Prices 


Reversing the downward trend 
of the past six’ months, food prices 
in San Francisco adWanced 0.9 per 
cent from mid-October to mid-No- 
vember, According to Max D. Kos- 
soris, Director of the Western Re- 
gion of the U. S. Department of 
Labor’s Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
With the exception of a slight in- 
crease of 0.2 per cent in June, this 
was the tirst increase in retail food 
prices since mid-April of this year. 
It more than offset the price de- 
clines of the previous three months 
and brought average food prices 
|to within a half a per cent of the 
jmid-July level. The reversal of the 
downward trend is due to the anti- 
cipated seasonal increases in the 
prices of fresh fruits and vege- 
tables. (At mid-November, food 
prices were only 0.6 per cent higher 
than at the same time last year, 
but more than 14‘, per cent above 
the pre-Korea (June, 1950) level.

Commenting on your editorial on 
the election results in your Novem- 
ber 14 issue, and the “Report to 
Reader-Owner” comment in the 
same issue on the Alameda Times 
Star:
